On June 11, 1964, seven (7) self-described ambers 
of the HOI at Muhammad's Teaple of Islam (MTI) 02 t Chicago, 
Illinois, appeared at the Chicago FBI Office and *ere Interviewed 
by Special Agents of the FBI at their request. Hone of these 
individuals were officials in the HOI. 

fade X, 4847 South Michigan Avenue, stated that he was 
the official spokesman for the group and that their sole purpose 
in contacting the FBI was protection from members and officials of 
the HOI who have threatened them with bodily harm and possibly 
death, fade stated that he had formerly been employed at the NOX 
Restaurant at 016 East 71st Street, and that he had complained 
personally to Blijah Muhammad that members of the NOX were being'' 
exploited by such officials as Captain Raymond 3harrieff of the 
FOI; Assistant Captain Elijah Muhammad, Jr., of the FOI; National 
Secretary John All; Ethel Sbarrieff , Captain of the MGT; and 
Minister James Anderson of MTI 02, Wade X stated that ho was not 
complaining about such lesser officials such as lieutenants au<? 
Investigators, adding that they are merely subordinates of the 
above officials and took their orders directly from them. He 
emphasized that as spokesman of the group, they all admired Elijah 
Uulmunnd vovy much and did not bold him responsible for the 
conditions os sot forth- above. ' - Uo uaid that the main grievance

Wads statsd that thsy ars loyal Muslins and although 
inactive at tbs present, thsy still considered themselves followers 
of Elijah Muhammad, his principles, and teachings* and that they 
have not been expelled fro* the HOI. 

Wade stated that the group being interviewed Is is no 
my connected with Malcolm X personally or with his organization, . 
Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). He stated that he and those 
present know of no MMI Temple or organization in Chicago or 
the Chicago area. 

The March 13, 1964, edition of the "Hew York Times," 
a daily newspaper published in Hew York, New York, 
contained an item on page 20, which reflected that 
Malcolm X, the former head of the Nation of Islam (NOI) 
Mosque in New York, bad broken with the NOI and Elijah 
Muhammad on March 8, 1964, and that on March 12, 1964, 
had announced he would form bis own mosque to Hew York 
and it would be a meeting place for his Muslim followers 
as well as tbe base of a political oriented Black 
Nationalist Movement. 

On March 16, 1964, Mr. Samuel Drucker, Supervisor, 
Business Section, Clerk of Court, Hew York County, 
Hew York, advised that on March 16, 1964, incorporated 
papers were filed for Muslim Mosque, Incorporated; that 
Malcolm Little was one of the trustees of the corporation; 
and that the principal place of worship was to be in th? 
Borough of Manhattan, Now York County, New York. 

The following Muslims were present during the intern* •* 
and gave their "X" names but refused to give their "slave" names.

Arthur 10X claimed be had been beaten up on June 10, 
1964, near his residence, by Lieutenant Joseph ISX Smith and 
Lieutenant Albert fix Thompson, when he returned from hie work 
at the Ford Motor Company, 12600 Torrance Avenue, at 2:00 A.M. 
In the morning. Be eta ted that he had filed a complaint and 
warrant for the arrest of Smith and Thompson with the Chicago 
Police Department (CFO) on June 11, 1064, and that whan the complaint 
waa served he would authorise prosecution for assault and battery. 

Samuel 3X stated he was scheduled to be "beaten up" 
or possibly killed by Saturday, June 13, 1964, by John 21X, 
Luchrle X, and Lieutenant Albert 8X. Be stated he was unable to 
furnish the basis for such assumption. 

Wade X stated that the attackers all wear women's hosiery 
over their faces In an attempt to conceal their Identity. Be 
added that all members who attacked would be attacked In return, 
and that serious problems could develop. Be said that Captain 
Bayaond Sharrleff had given the direct orders to attack the above

program on Station WEEX, 16*2 Tremont Street, Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, This program would be on the air from 2:10 PM 
until 5 PM* Subsequent to that, Malcolm X would be at his 
sister's residence, Mrs. Ella Collins, 466 Massachusetts 
Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts, from 5 PM until 10 PM. At 
10 PM, Malcolm X would appear on tfaJerrj^fllliams ' 
show. Radio Station WMEX, Bo st on »£ Instated 
that the Boston Police would furnish Malcolm X with a police 
guard during the entire period* 

Malcolm X's appearance on the Paul Benzaquln 's 
program, "Conversation Piece", on Radio Station WESI, Boston, 
Massachusetts, was monitored by an FBI Agent. 

The program commenced at ZilO PM and oontlnued 
until 5 PM, with breaks at intervals for news broadcasts 
and advertisements. 

Paul Benzaquln opened the program by announcing 
that a threat had been made on Malcolm X's life if he ap- 
peared on "Conversation Piece" that afternoon. Mr, Benzaquln 
then went on to tell Malcolm X that he understood that the 
reason for Malcolm's severing relationship with the Muslims 
and Elijah Muhammad was not the reason stated publicly by 
Elijah Muhammad; namely, that Maloolm's remarks concerning 
the late President Kennedy were not authorized by Elijah 
Muhammad* Mr. Benzaquln stated that he wondered if Malcolm 
would Ilka to comment on the real reason. Malcolm stated 
that it was true that there was another reason, which per- 
tained to a moral Issue and whioh was something that he 
could no longer put up with and, consequently, severed 
relationship with Elijah Muhammad. However, Malcolm stated 
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that this reason was secret and he intended to keep It 
secret. Malcolm stated that the secret reason had been told 
to hln by Wallace Muhainmad, sen of Elijah Muhammad, and 
Wallace was put cut of the Muslims for telling this secret 
to Malcolm. 

A group of Muslims frcm Philadelphia recently men t 
to Chicago to question v/allace MuhaTnrad concernirg ,1 i*rnor 
they had heard of this secret and Wallace Muhanmad admitted 
to them that the rumor was true. 

Malcolm X stated that,' when the group returned 
from Philadelphia, they had told other members of the 
Philadelphia Te-ple about the secrat and a tremendous 
fight had ensued between .'lusllms v;ho could not accept the 
truth about the secret and the Muslims who could accept it. 
Ac a result of the fight, sons Muslims i/ere hospitalized and 
scrae were arrested. 

Mr. B^nnacuin turnsd the conversation to the recent 
cloture vote In the Unite'! States Senate concerning the 
pending Civil Rights Bill. Il-ilcclm refused to admit that he 
believed any progress ha 3 bean nade in the civil rights field 
or the economic field of the ^rro, cr that he could foresee 
any progress. Ke stated he believes education of the Negro 
is the key to the vrhole program for betterment of the Negro 
and that the primary factor in the Negro's inability to" ' 
advance Is the Uegro's lack of a cultural bond to hold the 
Negro together. Ke stated that, since his trip to Mecca, 
he no longer believes that the black nan should seek to 
return to his African homeland, unless an Individual ex- 
pressly desires to do so. Ks feels that the Negro should 
stay in the United States and strive to unite and better 
himself economically. 

At this stage in the program, tela phone calls were 
accepted from listeners who wished to question Malcolm X» 
One of these callers Identified himself as William k'X from 
Miami. Ke told Malcolm that Malcolm knew who he was and 
Malcolm replied in the affirmative. William 4X then stated 
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he would liloe to ask Malcolm if he still considered Elijah 
Muhaasaad as the Messenger of Allah. Malcolm replied that 
he no longer considers Elijah Muhammad as the Messenger of 
Allah. Wnile he was In the Muslim world at Mecca and Jeda f 
he spoke to various Muslim officials o**sr there v/lio were 
very critical of the Elack Muslims under Elijah Muhammad 
and their religious philosophies. However, something had 
come to his knowledge before he left the United States, * 
told him by Mr. Muhammad's son v.'allaoe, v;ho was the former 
Minister of the Philadelphia Temple, which had already 
brought him to that conclusion, 

William ^X then stated that his reason for asking 
Malcolm was because he, i/illiam 4X, had been accused of 
following Malcolm. Malcolm stated that he had represented 
Elijah Muhammad as lens s.3 he could but, when the situation 
became such that ha could no longer represent Elijah Muhammad 
because of morality problems, he ceased to be Elijah's 
representative • 

V.'illiam ii" then stated he would like to see 
Malcolm personally sometime, as he has more questions to 
ask. Malcolm stated he would answer that question now. 
He then went on to state that in 1?36 a teen-?.3* olster 
of the Muslims left Detroit ar.i ;;ent to Chicago to become 
Elijah Muhammad's secretary. A year later she became pregnant 
and was publicly humiliated in the temple, aaaording tp 
Muslim rules, for having been sexually intimate with someone 
to whom she v.*as not aiarried. 



In 1257 another teen-age secretary who had gone to 
Chicago to work for Elijah Muhammad became pregnant. In 
both of these cases, the Muslims assumed that the male who 
had been the other part in the sexual affair had been a non-

3y 1959 the Nation of Islam had grown so rapidly 
that Elijah Muhammad had eight secretaries working for him. 
Six of these disappeared in 1959* Two of them re -appeared 
in Philadelphia and were apparently all right. In 1930, 
four of them re -appeared in Chicago and all had children. 
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It was taJoen for granted by Kusll r .i3 that, In each case, a 
n on -Muslim mal« was involved, since no other persons besides 
the girls were ever brought forth In the temple to stand 
charges. 

>!alcoXm stated ha !&&:•: nothing about this until 
V/allace Muhanasad told hin In February iS l o"3. Malcolm went 
to Elijah Muhacr.ad and asked hin If this were trus. 211 Jah 
Muha:iunad admitted the truth of this and fcave Malcolm a 
religious explanation, v;hlch I-Ialcelai accepted. 

In October, 1953, V:?.Uac3 Kuhazmad told hln that 
these matters were still g:>ln~ on and were netting worse, 
Malcolm then told I!inis?ar Louis of the ?G3tc.j Temple and

Lialooln stated that he realized that he could never 
again represent 211 jah rTuhansiad, '.^o'.'in;,- that one of ths most 
high officials in the ihijilT. -ever^r.t \-:cz the father of the 
children of si:: secretaries. 

:fllliani $'/. then aslcsd whether or not, In the 
moverant that :-£lcelni X no.* leads, strict moral lav/a are 
still enforced, i-alcoln stated that, In the religion of 
Islasi, each nenbar learns of the moral cede and, after, it 
is explained to thoir*, each ner.iber is left to folio:-/ his own 
behavior. 

Mr. 33nc£5uin then askad *:hsther Elijah Kuharraad 
actually had a complete Jcio-.vled^e cf this morality problem. 
Kalcolm stated that Elijah Kuhairasad did have a complete 
knr/A'ledge and that two of the secretaries were frojn Boston, 
one of whor.i has one child; and the other, two children, and 
is currently having a third child by this same nan. 

After an Interruption In the prograa for a news 
broadcast, Mr. Benzaquin stated that, from the remarks made 
by IJalcola X, he could only conclude that the person men- 
tioned as being guilty of sexual involvement with the secre- 
taries aust be Elijah Muhananad himself. Malcolm answered 
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that, when ha heard it himself, h8 found it rather hard to 
believe, Ke stated that Wallace Muhammad had told him and 
had been put out cf the temple for telling Malcolm- iro 
explanation has ever been given for Wallace^ expulsion from 
the temple, but the explanation public] y given fcr Malcolm's 
dismissal was some remarks he made concerning the late 
President Kennedy's death. Malcolm stated tnat he went to 
Elijah Muhammad and questioned him concerning the se;;ual 
escapades and Elijah 'Muhammad admitted the truth of it. 
Malcolm then asked Elijah Muhammad for permission to tell 
other Ministers in the temples about the truth, so that they 
would he prepared to help individual members of their temple 
when the truth cans out, as Malcolr.i believed it must. 
Elijah Muhaaraad save Malcolm permission to 60 this, and 
Malcolm told the Minister of the Ur.i York Temple and Minister 
Louis of the Boston Tamyle. Captain Joseph of the Hew York 
Tsnple told temple members that J-ir.lcolm should bo put out of 
the way for saying such things. Malcolm staged that this 
is one of the reasons ha Iz making the facts public ani that 
John All, National Secretary of the Nation of IsJam, admitted 
on a radio program in Chicago last week that the Muslims 
were trying to hill Malcolm X, 

Mr. Eensaouin asked, now that this nsv/3 v;ould 
probably malje a vacuum of the leadership of the Ids limp,, 
if Malcolm X would be willing to assume leadership, Malcolm 
stated he was not trying to create a vacuum of leadership. 
Mr. Benzaguin ashed if he would he willing to worl: with 
Wallace Muhammad to take over the leadsrship. Malcolm 
stated that neither V/allace nor himself was interested in 
taking over the Muslims. He stated the reason he waited 
this long to make the news public was that he wanted to pro- 
tect Elijah Muhammad's image and to allow hl3 followers to 
see him as they always saw him. Now the Muslins throughout 
the country are divided and are carrying guns, trying to kill 
each other, Malcolm X claimed that Elijah Muhammad has 'given 
orders to his followers to go out and fight the Muslims who 
broke away. 
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Malcolm Z appeared on the Jerry Williams Radio 
Program, WIEX, Boston, Massachusetts, from 10 ??■!, June 12, 
19&* to 1 AH, June 13, 1964, JERRY VILLIAKS Introduced 
Malcolm X as the former spokesman for Elijah Ifch&mmad and 
the Muslins He stated he understood several threats ft&.<l 
been made on Malcolm' 3 life that day and Malcolm stated- that 
several threats had teen riade on his life during the last 
five months. In answer to Williams ' question as to why 
these threats v;ere iiiads, Malcolm stated it was bscaiise of 
the split-up in the Muslin:;, re stated this split locally in 
Boston was a large split tut that the largeci had occurred in 
Chicago, where more Muslims ha:3 left the teazle th\i in any 
other city, This is because Chicaro is Muslim Headquarters 
and nore members are av.are of scne'of the things v;hieh took 
place In cnicago than members in other cities. Malcolm 
pointed out that during the lest nation of Ijlan Convention 
in February, 12*54, all Muslins attending wsre ashed to spend 
only one day in Chicago, instead of the usual three to fcur 
cays* This ;-:as done in the fear that, if members spent three 
to fc-ur (fays in Chicago, they *.-.*ov.ld learn about sor.e of the 
things which tool: place there. 

Malcolm stated that he had never made an effort to

Malcolm stated that recently on a radio program in 
Chicago, fcno;:n as "Hot Line 1 '*, John All, National Secretary 
of the Muslims had ber s n asked by a telephone caller if it 
was true that the Muslim movement v;as try Ins t0 kill Malcolm X. 
John All replied that they were trying to Icill Malcolm :: and 
that he should be killed. Malcolm stated that no Muslim 
raalcss a move without Elijah Muhammad saying £0 an! that 
charging Elijah Muhammad with sexual promiscvity was one of 
the beat ways a person can lose his life in thi3 country. 
Kalcolm stated that this refers to fellow Muslims and not 
outsiders. Me stated he did not open his mouth since his 
dismissal from the Muslims but feels free now only because 
of the poison being spread through the Muslims. As long as 
he believed that the Muslims stood for moral reformation. 
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he was able to represent Elijah Muhainriad. When this basis 
was shattered, he could no longer represent bin. 

Malcolm then explained that Muslims guilty of 
sexual promiscuity are humiliated in the temple and are 
suspended for periods according to the seriousness or the 
offense. In 1955 a young girl named Rose 1 la from Detroit 
became a secrstary of Elijah Kuhanmod and a year later be- 
came pregnant. 5ne vras humiliated Md insulted in the 
temple and suspended. In 1955 a young girl named Lavita 
frcm Lansing, Michigan, became a secretary to Elijah Muhammad 
and a year later became pregnant. She was also huniliated 
and suspended from the temple, Ey 1?53 Eiijiih :-!uha!K.i2d f s 
secretarial staff had grown to eight Girls, z ™ 01 " whom 
came from Boston and v:ere well known. In 155'-, six of these 
secretaries disappeared, T::o of th^m, who wore blood sisters, 
re -appeared in. Philadelphia as non-Muslims. In 1950, four 
of these girls re-appeared in Chicago, all of then with 
children. One cf then cane from Soston; and ens from the 
Cape Cod area of Massachusetts. Tie one frc-n &ape Cod is 
presently bavins her third child and is living in California 
under an assumed name. All of these girl3 go;; together and 
found that the sane man v:ss the father of their children and 
that this v:es Elijah Muhammad. Tney found that Elijah Muhammad 
had told each of than the sane story; nair.aly, that he was 
Divine and was Mv.hanr.ad, the Prophet, and that each individual 
girl was Muhammad's wife, Aii-ha (phonetic).

Later, %'allace Kuhanraad told hlai that 
things were bad and had not changed. 

In February* 19^3* Malcolm suggested to Muhartnad 
that he tell aoc;e of the Ministers the truth to inoculate 
them, S3 th3t, if temple members cara to then vith questions, 
they could help those members. Huhajnnad agreed to this but 
told him not to tell Minister Lov.is of Boston, Malcolm told 
Louis and found that Minister Louis already I:ne;/. He told 
Minister Isaiah of Baltimore and Minister Honny of Washington 
and the Minister of the Ne.; York Sfciaple. The Minister of the 
Kew York £eniple told the temple nenbers that rhat Malcolm 
had said was only rumor and the Captain of the Nov?

Malcolm stated that one of these girls, in fear 
for her life, recently made a recorded cenfaacisn and sent 
it to her brother in Bo3ton. Another girl, who is also froa 
Boston, recently made the truth !<nown to her sleter in Boston 
and she has changed her name and is living in California.

On June 14, 1964, a confidential source* who has 
furnished reliable Information in the past* furnished Information 
that on that date HKE founder and leader Malcolm X Little had 
been con too ted by an unknown person In Boston* Massachusetts. 
This person had Informed little that he and nine others 
had been arreeted at the airport In Boston* were being charged 
with a misdemeanor and were being held at District 7* Bast 
Boaton Jail. 

This unknown person had Informed Little that while 
they were en route to the Boston Airport* two ear loads of 
KOi members forced them to atop in a tunnel causing a traffic 
Jam. However* they drove them off with ' a shotgun'. . This 
unknown person advised that they had been arreeted because 
they had guoa tilth them but they were not loaded. The 
HOI members were not arreeted but were being sought by f the police. 

According to this source* Little had instructed this 
person to tell reporters on the soene that this was an attempt 
by the HOI on Little's life. When the press Inquired as to 
why the HOI would make an attempt on Little »s life* the preea 
should be told the complete story of the Illegitimate children 
of Elijah Muhammad. Little had also instructed this person 
to contact his sister in Boston (Ella Collins), and she would

reason he split with the NOI Mas the result of a 
| oonsplraoy against him by NOI officials. Little stated 
| that he had learned that from 1956 to 1962, NOI leader 
Elijah Muhammad fathered six or seven illegitimate children, 
the mothers being six "teenage sisters" who were working 
for Muhammad as secretaries. Little claims d he was 
shocked by this Information, and when he questioned 
Muhammad regarding it, the latter admitted it claiming that 
Allah had told him to do It.
